Tullytown is the' 
smallest of the four municipal!*■ 
ties embracing the new commun 
ity. There are only about 500 Tul­ 
lytown homes of the 14,000 in Lev-. 
it town. 


But if you can’t get into Tulfy-' 
town you can console yourself by 
moving into or remaining in the 
Bristol township or Kalis township 
sections of Levittown. Taxes vary 


slightly with these three. 
Bristol township, which has a 
majority of the Levittown homes, 
is not far behind Tullytown in the 
race for low tax honors. Not far; 
off the pace set by Tullytown and 
Bristol township is Falls township1 
with Middletown township running 
a poor fourth.
